Campus’ first co-ed 
dorm opens Aug. 22

Months of the sounds 
of construction will be re¬ 
placed by the husde and 
bustle of 400 students mov¬ 
ing into the new Joseph Z. 
and Louise H. Ornelas Res¬ 
idential Complex. 

The S27.89 million 
project is complete and ready 
for students to move in on 
Aug. 22-24. The 152,000 
square foot facility is being 
paid for by a donation from 
Mr. 6c Mrs. Ornelas and a 
bond totaling over $39 mil¬ 
lion. The residents will help 
pay back the bond package 
with the $2,985 per semes¬ 
ter fees. Other residence 
halls on campus cost $2,075 
per semester. 

The Ornelas facility is 
two buildings located oil 
Blackwell Avenue near the 
tennis complex. Two bridges 
run between the two build¬ 
ings over a creek that was on 
the land prior to the con¬ 
struction process. 

The Ornelas Complex 
has many differences that 
will set it apart from TJC’s 
other residential facilities. 

“In this facility, two 


people actually share a bath 
instead of a bathroom being 
between two rooms,” said 
Residential Life and Hous¬ 
ing Director Angela Nunez. 

The complex will house 
452 students with ten staff 
members during each se¬ 
mester. 

The rooms will come 
with a bed, desk, and draw¬ 
ers for storage, a spacious 
closet and a bathroom with 
a bath instead of a standup 
shower. 

“We have a front desk 
which none of our residence 
halls have; it is a good safe¬ 
ty and security issue,” said 
Nunez. “From midnight 
until noon everyday we will 
have a campus safety guard 
there ready to go.” 

The facility also features 
lounge areas as well as a 
computer room for residents 
to use. The complex will also 
have a service on the Air 
Apache wireless internet 
network as well as internet 
connections in every room. 

A game room is also set 
up for students to have fun 
with pool and ping pong 
tables. There will also be a 
sand volleyball court on the 
property.

Since signing the first player, 
Kayla Manson of Whitehouse, 
last March, they have announced 
Coach Corey Rose to lead the 
team, held 3 tryouts and began 
practices. 

The team will compete in 
their first official game against 
Midwestern State University on 
Aug. 23 at 6 p.m. 

“I am very optimistic about 


the first women’s soccer team at 
TJC,” Rose said. “We have a good 
mix of local, national, and inter¬ 
national players coming in.” 

Rose coached previously 
at Warsaw, Indiana Commu¬ 
nity High School for eight years, 
Midwestern State University for 
two years, Belhavert College for 
five years and Women’s Club/Se¬ 
lect Head Coach for seven years 
and worked with the Mississippi 
Olympic Development Program 
for three years. 

Rose will be teaching health 
and kinesiology in addition to his 
soccer responsibilities.

Drain an¬ 
nounced on May 8 that TJC, 
along with SporTyler, will be 
hosting NJCAA D1 Womens 
Soccer National Champion¬ 
ships in 2009. 

“It is a great honor to 
host the national tournament. 
TJG has hosted the mens 
national tournament the last 
few years,” Rose said. “This is 
a testament to TJC’s athletic 
department on how to host a 
tournament.” 

Rose said he wants to 
take the TJC womens soccer 
team to the national tourna¬ 
ment and create an environ¬ 
ment where discipline and 
tinning are expected. He also 
said he wants the team to be 
involved in the , community 
and give back to people who 
support the program. 

The team will join Re¬ 
gion XIV to compete with 
Lon Morris College, Navarro 
College and Bossier Parrish 
Community College in Loui¬ 
siana, as well as other colle¬ 
giate teams throughout north 
and central Texas. 

T have recruited athletes 
from a couple of the junior 
colleges that are in our con¬ 
ference and on our schedule, 
lie competition is good, but 
with hard work and team 
chemistry, we should be able 
to compete,” Rose said. “Na¬ 


varro College has been the 
representative at the NJCAA 
National Tournament over 
the last couple of years and 
I expect them to be strong 
again.” 

The teams preseason 
started Aug. 8. They had three 
training sessions per day, for 
three to four days. 

“Getting used to the heat 
for internationals will be im¬ 
portant. In the evenings, the 
players will be playing and 
getting used to each other on 
the field,” Rose said. “This will 
also allow me to evaluate the 
girls and come up with team 
formations and player posi¬ 
tions. We will incorporate 
team building sessions to help 
with team chemistry.”' 

Twenty-three of the 35 


girls that tried out made team 
and Giselle Bryce-Coteo, of 
Whitehouse, is excited about 
the season but also nervous. 

“Everyone’s looking at us 
and counting on us because 
we are a first year team. Every 
one knows about us and the 
whole town is kind of expect¬ 
ing us to be good,” Bryce- 
Coteo said. “And we are going 
to be really good. We should 
go to nationals.” ’ 

European native, Lucy 
Milwaid agrees with Bryce- 
Coteo, and also cites the dif¬ 
ferences between the teams. 

“It’s exciting to be the 
first women’s soccer team,” 
Milwad said. “It’s much hot¬ 
ter here and we practice a lot 
more, but so far I feel good 
about the team.”
